We therofore urge that na long as our hearts 
beat, with ono-and tho same fooling. of 
patriotism, and our. desire and resolution sre 
equally one and the same, we should unite 
in working ona systematic basis? Union 
is strength, and the adcret of overcoming - 
"our enomy lios.in that union alone. 

It is. the object of the “ Armonian
